iT the tonsils ig: much less common 
than {t wag even ten years ago. 
There was a time when removal of 
the tonsils was considered almost 
a cure-all for the ailments:of child- 
nood. Nowadays the operation’ ts 
undertaken only when some definite: 
eondition in the tonsils seems to be 
actively endangering the child's 
health. Fi : 

The principal justification of re- 
moving the tonsils In either adults 
or children is recurrent attacks of 
infection. 
older has three attacks of acute ton 
sillitis in ‘a year many. physicians 
think the tonsil should be taken ‘out. 


Abscess Formed 


The operation should also be dona 
if an abscess has formed in the tis- 
sues ‘around the tonsils because. 
once this has happened, it is likely 
fo occur again unless the tonsils are 
removed. Furthermore the occur- 
rence of such abscesses means that 
there is Infection deep in the torislls. 
Enlargement of the tonsils, - o5 
well as the adenolds may block the 
breathing: passages. When such 
blocking occurs. in a child under 
five yearn of age removal of the 
adenolds alone often Js sufficient to 
normal. breathing through 
the nose. Thus, today there Is less

tendency..to remove. the. tonsils, Just 


becattre It has been decided that the 
adenolds should be taken ont. 

‘It, is not thought to be good policy 
fo emove the tonsils in an effort. to 
trevent colds. because the operation 
does not help {n many such cases. 

Tn the neck there are ginnds 
known as lymph glands. When the 
tunsils are infected, these glands en- 
large. If such enlargements remain 
over a long period of time, removal 
of the tonsils is probably advisable. 

Still another reason for removing 
tonsils is deafness due to blocking of 
the tube which: connects the .throat 
with the middle ‘car. Of course, the 
ndenolds.as well should be removed 
in such cases. - . Pe 

Cases Of Asthma 
Sometimes removal of the tonsils 
+s suggested in cases of asthma or, 

nasal allergy when there is a con- 
tinuous mucous discharge from the 
nose. However,. the operation fs 
seldom of much benefit in ‘these 
cases and has been thought to ug- 
gravate the asthma: in some ine 
stances,

WTS it possible to put a cash 
value on human life? How 
would you set about caleu- 

luting what your own life is 

worth in terms of £ 8. d.? 


In Leeds recently.Mr Justice 
Byrne was called on to assess 
the valuc-of the life of Arthur 
Bowers, a promising 33-year- 
old doctor who was killed when 
n Jorry collided with his auto- 
cycle. : 

The Judge set the price of 
the doctor’s life at £15,000, and 
awarded damages for that 
amount to his widow, 26-year- 
old Mrs Doris Bowers,. the 
mother of two young children. 


£50,000 CLAIM 


On the day this award was 
announced there came from 
The Hague’ a message which 
was also concerned with the 
cash value of human life. 

It reported that Britain. hud 
asked the : International Court 
of Justice for £60,000 com- 
pensation from Albania for the 
loss of 44 British sailors who 
were killed when two of our 


“destroyers” were” mined~ {in the~“There 


Corfu Caunnel in October 1946, 


On that basis Britain . values 
the lives of her sailors at an 
average of a few shillings over 
£1,186 each. 


You may think that figure 
‘low. And, indeed, there is an 
historical precedent to confirm 
you.in that opinion, -Our sca- 
men were not always rated 80 
cheaply. In October 1904, the 
Russian Baltic flect, having set 
out for the war with Japan, 
fired on some British trawlers 
in the North Sea. Two men 
were killed and six wounded. - 


The Russians pleaded that 
they had. mistaken the trawlers 
for Japanese torpedo boats. 


Britain demanded an_im- 
mediate apology from the Czar 
—and got it. -We also demand- 
ed full compensation—and got 
£65,000. ‘ 


Now £66,000 in good golden 
sovereigns for the loss of two 
seamen suggests -that our 
affairs were conducted with 
more vigour-in 1904: than in 
1948, when apparently we are 
to be content with £50,000 in 
depreciated paper money for 
the loss of 44 lives. ;

dency in domestic affairs is 


rather the reverse. ~~ 

Until fairly recently it. was 
held to be impossible to cs- 
timate what life was worth as a 
good in’ itself. 


“For the -happy and contented,” 
{{ was sald, “no damoges for loss 
of life would be adequate; for the 
man on the point of suicide any 
damages would be excessive.” So 
if you were killed in an accident 
through no negligence of your own, 
your relatives could not scelc 
damages mercly because you had 
lost your expectation of Ilfc, Nor 
could they claim anything for 
mental suffering or bereavement. 

But if you were a breadwinner 
they could — recover 
damages for the monetary loss they 
had suffered because of your death. 

This wos the position until 1934, 


“when the Law Reform Act required 


that in cases where life had been 
shortened by accident the valuc of 
loss of expectation of life should be 
taken into account in assessing 
damages, . 

That Act presented many dificult 
problems for judges and juries. 

“By what mental gymnastics,” 
asked the Inte Lord Hewart, “are 
you to decide fairly. what fg the 
normal expectation of life of a man 
mready dead?”
